The Board of Trade held a meeting last night went over the 


promoter's plans and passed resohitions advising council to grant a 
franchise for the establishing of an Edison-Beach Storage Battery 
street car line, with hut one condition, that they include in the 
franchise the proper restrictions 


The street railway proposed is the nearest to the real thing of 


any proposition ever put up to the Board of Trade of Coshocton. 
It will bs a city line reaching out to Roscoe and down to Clowville 
covering a distance in all but five miles. The cost of building the 
line is $100,000 or $20,000 a mile. 


Frank A McGowan, of Canton, promoter of the railway stated, 


that if necessary the line would be built without any local capital 
being asked for. He, however stated that there would be no ob- 
jection to part of the capital stock being taken care of locally. It 
is expected to start work early in the spirng.
